bay into tankers to supply the shor- 
tage in this type of ship is now be- 
ing considered by the board. The 
plan was suggested by D, W. Dickie, 
varine architect of San Francisco 
"nd includes vessels now under con- 
‘truction, both on the Pacific and 
Atlantic coasts. Eeven ships are 
now laid, and about twenty are un- 
der construction in the shipyards 
on both sides of the bay. 


The shortage in tankers has been 
one of the big problems of the ship- 
ping world for several months. The 
evenues from tankers now avail- 
able is about $17 a deadweight ton 
a month. With most of the freight- 
ers now tied up and those on the 
ways converted to fuel oil carriers 
he Shipping Board vessels would 
»e assured of approximately $160,000 
1 month. The demand for tankers is 
‘xpected to continue for a long time, 
iccording to shipping men, which 
vould justify the change in plans 
of many of the vessels now under 
‘onstruction from freighters to tank- 
ers.

| COST OF PROTEI 
DIFFERENCE 


Prices vary so puch with place 
and season that d@inite statements 
about the cost of |different mater- 
ials are out of th question, say 
food economists of fle United States 
Department of Agkculture. It is 

possible, however, - reckon how 
much one may pay | current prices 
for one material, say m milk, eggs, or 
cheese, in order tq obtain protein 
as’ cheaply as from pnother material 
say meat at 50 a a pound. 

A pound of meat medium fat, with 
an average amount of refuse (bones 
trimmings, etc.), supplies about 2 
ounces of protein. Kight eggs yield 
practically the same amount. If eggs 
cost 72 cents a dozen, 48 cents’ 
worth will furg#sh about as much 
erotein as 50 cents’ worth of meat. 
In other words, eggs at 72 cents a 
lozen are a little cheaper as a 
source of protein than meat at 50 
‘ents a pound. 

In the same way it may be reck- 
ned that milk, which contains about 
' ounce of protein to the quart, 
night cost 12 1-2 cents a quart and 
srovide protein at one-half the ex- 
pense of meat containing the same 
amount at 50 cents a pound. 

A pound of whole-milk cheese 
contains about 4 ounces of protein 
or a little more than twice as much 
is most meat, so that it might cost 
‘wice as much as meat and still be 
1s economical a source of protein 
'f, as is often the case, it costs 
‘ess than meat, its protein is, of 
‘ourse, more than twice as cheap.

STERILIZING MILK BOTTT* ~ 
VITAL TO CONSUMERS’ 2”.TH 
Too much emphasis can not be 

given to the fact that only thorough 
washing, stedming, and drying pro- 
duces a sterile container for milk 
and that milk should not be al- 
lowed in any other than a sterile 
container at any time, and _ parti- 
cularly if the milk has been pas- 
teurized or otherwise heated. 

The washing and sterilizing of re- 
turned empty milk bottles to a city 
milk plant constitutes a big prob- 
lem. Bottles are received in vary- 
ing conditions of cleanliness and 
from the many and varied sources of 
collection, and, it becomes somewhat 
of an accomplishment to make them 
sterile containers for milk. 

» The inoculation from the empty 

bottle can be reduced to a mini 

mum by thoroughly washing, steam- 

‘ing, and draining and this is possi- 

‘ble and highly important from a 

health point of view no other me- 

thod should be tolerated. 

Placing pasteurized milk in a bot- 
tle which has not been sterilized 
just previously lessens the efficiency 
of the pasteurized process anid heips 
to defeat its purposes.

PLENTY OF FREE SUNSHINE 
WILL REDUCE CHOLERA BILL} 
A few days’ work in the pig pens 
and yards scraping, disinfecting and 
cRaning is pretty good hog-cholera 
insurance, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Strict 
sanitation is the best aid the farm- 
er can give to the work of the 
hog-cholera serum. It is unwise and 
unecohomical to depend _ entirely 
upon the serum to protect tm swine 
from this costly disease. ™ 1918, 
the farmers paid a serum bill of 


vover $5,000,000 and they still lost 


‘$60,000,000 worth of pigs. There can 
‘pe no doubt as to the effectiveness 
of the serum treatment, but the sen- 
sible farmer will do what he can 
with shovel, hoe, and disinfectant 
to removr the cause of the ‘rouble. 
The threat of cholera ws aiways pre- 
sent so long as there are undrained 
cesspools and waltows. Straw stacks 
Should never be left from one year 
to the next if they are where the 
hogs can reach them. Shelters and 
pens should be so constructed that 
they. may be easily cleaned and 
exposed to the sunlight. A few days
